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WHO’S WHO 


It all started 21 years ago. An 
educational drama series, from 
the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany, that used the gimmick of a 
teenager and her mysterious, un- 
usual grandfather who owned a 
time machine able to take them 
and their companions back to 
various famous places in long- 
gone ages. The program was 
called Doctor Who. 

Then, following a four-part pre- 
historic serial, writer Terry Nation 
changed the course of the new 
series by taking the Time And Re- 
lative Dimensions In Space vehi- 
cle — the TARDIS — to the planet 
Skaro, where the passengers and 
the viewers would first meet the 
Daleks, science-fiction monsters 
such as the world had never seen. 

The appeal of the series be- 
came as wide as the universes its 
hero was to traverse. That hero, 
became known as the Doctor, not 
Doctor Who, as the show's title 
would imply. So remarkable is the 
concept of the Doctor that has 
emerged over the years that even

THE BAD NEWS KEEPS ON 
COMING 

Following close on the heels of 
the production delay announce- 
ment, Who producer John Nathan- 
Turner told audiences at a recent 
convention that the 23rd season 
of Doctor Who (when production 
gets under way in January) will be 
his last as producer. JNT pre- 
viously confirmed to Who Knows 
that he will be in charge of the 
delayed season, but this is the first 
we've heard of his leaving the 
show. 

And a correction on previous 
reports that Colin Baker will de- 
finitely continue as the sixth Doc- 
tor when production resumes. 
Speaking at a convention in 
Austin, Texas, Baker said that the 
ВВС has an option on his services 
in the role, but they have, as yet, 
not picked up that option. He sin- 
cerely hopes they will, but the 
waiting is driving him nuts, he re- 
ports. “І would like to know what 
their intentions are,” Baker says, 
“so | can make plans. If | was oft- 
fered a West End play which might 
run for a year, | couldn't accept it 
at the moment.” 


RUMOR CENTRAL 

Two rumors that have been cir- 
culating about events surrounding 
the production hiatus have been 
thoroughly squashed, again by 
statements from Colin Baker. 
The first is that he found out about 
the delay by watching the evening 
news broadcast. “Wrong,” says 
Baker. Nathan-Turner called and 
invited him to lunch the next day, 
without saying what the topic of 
discussion would be. A short time 
later, JNT called again, this time 
giving Colin the whole story, be- 
cause the announcement had 
leaked to the press, and he didn't 
wantColin to be caught offguard. 

The second rumor is that the 
whole delay got started because 
John Nathan-Turner had had a 
tremenous row with BBC control- 
ler Michael Grade. “Wrong 
again,” Baker says. As of this 


writing, Grade and Nathan- 
Turner have never met, although 
they have a meeting scheduled 
for the near future.

THE PETER DAVISON INTERVIEW 


The fifth Incarnation of the 
Doctor might be described as 
straight-forward, honest, witty 
and intensely likeable, as is the 
actor who plays him, Peter 
Davison. In addition to his three 
years on “Doctor Who,” Peter 
ізо starred іп the excellent 
“All Creatures Great and 
|, "аз the young, іпсоггіві- 
ble Tristan Farnon, in “Sink or 
Swim” with his wife Sandra Dic- 
kinson, and in a little-known, 
short-lived SF series called 
“The Tomorrow People” (his 
first TV role). He also portrayed 
the Dish of the Day in “The 
Hitchhiker's Guide to the Galaxy,” 
again with his wife Sandra, who 
played Trillian. 

In an Interview conducted at 
a Doctor Who convention in 
Philadelphia оп his birthday (he 
was born April 13, 1951, for 
those keeping score at home), 
Peter discussed his career: 
past, present and future.

What have you been doing 
over the past year and a half, 
since you left the series? 

I did a series for the BBC, which 
was a “classic” BBC-2 serial, 
based on a book by Arnold Ben- 
nett (who was a British author), 
set in 1895 and called Anna of 
the Five Towns. That went out 
. . „је те вее. . . just after Christ- 
mas. It was very well received, 
| and | guess it will come over here 
at some point, if people can un- 
derstand the accents! It's not that; 
people will be able to understand 
the accents, but it's the "Powers 
That Be” who buy them that think 
people won't understand them. 

Then І did two parts of ап 
Agatha Christie story ... A 
“Miss Marple” story that they're 
doing as a series in Britain. 

Will that be showing up here? 

| would imagine that it would. . . 
Then | did a radio series, and I'm 
going back tomorrow night to start 
work on, strangely enough, two 


episodes of “Magnum”! (Laugh- 
ter) 

“Мадпит”1? 

But it's being shot іп Britain, аз 
a kind of start to the next season, 
a special two-parter. 

Of all places... 

Yes, exactly! When you get a 
part in “Magnum, " you hope to 
go to Hawaii, and | end up going 
to London. (Laughter) 

You seem to have a nice tan 
anyway. 

Actually, I've been in America 
for most of the past month. 

Where else have you been? 

We started off in Florida, went 
to St. Louis, Denver, drove across 
from Denver to Monterrey, and 
went down the coast, stayed with 
Sandra's brother who lives іп 
Laguna Beach, and took the ad- 
vantage of meeting some people 
in Hollywood . . . casting people. 
It was really just a check up on 
what the scene was, but strangely, 
the “Magnum” thing came up the 
moment that I'd left the country! 
They'd gone to Britain to cast it 
and then were interested in me 
for the part, but I'd gone to 
America, It should have been the 
other way around, but | was in 
America, and they were in Britain. 

Did your agent get In contact 
with you? 


Yeah. And when | went to Hol- 
lywood, | met the casting director 
. . + and she gave me a script. So, 
it ended up fine, because | was 
out there and they got to see me; 
that was good. 

Now that you've been away 
from “Doctor Who” for a while, 
how do you view your own per- 
formance on the show? Are you 
happy with the way things 
went? Are there any things that 
you wish you could have done 
differently, or that someone 
else had done differently? 

(Pauses) I'm sure there are а 
lot of things | wish | could have 
done differently, given different 
conditions, really. | was quite 
happy with the first season, look- 
ing back on it, | wasn't really 
happy with the second season, 
and | was quite happy with the 
third season. | had to make the 
decision to leave after the second 
season, and that was difficult, be- 
cause the second season had 
been a bit frustrating for various 
reasons. 

І know there were a couple of 
changes Іп script editor... 

Well, that was really at the latter 
end of my first season, when Eric 
came іп, whom | think is very good 
. + + Eric Saward. But it was more 
the fact that they tried a different 


approach, | think, to have less 
monsters or less enemies or 
whatever, and also we ran out of 
money, which always seems to be 
а problem with “Doctor Who.” 
(Laughter) We ran out of money 
at the end of the first season, 
which ended up being “Time- 
Flight,” which wasn't such a good 
story . . . well, it could have poten- 
tially been, but the budget was 
hopeless. 

Yeah, the Plasmatons... 
(thumbs-down gesture) 

You can't до а story that's about 
Heathrow millions of years ago in- 
side Studio 6 at the BBC. 

Anyway, in the second season, 
| just think it didn’t quite get any- 
where. | haven't seen it again 
since it went ош—| haven't 
looked at them again—but that 
was a feeling | got making them. 
So | had to make a decision, as | 
said, at the end of that year, and 
| had to gamble on the third sea- 
son's being quite good, because 
| would have quite liked Юю... 

Gone out with a bang, so to 
speak. 

Yes. And | think the good thing 
is, really, that the best story | did 
was the last story (“The Caves of 
Апагогап!”). 

Yeah, that was really good. 

So | was pleased with that. 
(Pauses) Looking back on the 
series, | don't know . . | enjoyed 
it very much, now that | look back 
on it, but when you're doing |... 
you're kind of going through all of 
the... 


It's work. 

Yes. It's work. It's quite hard 
work, and it's frustrating at times. 
(Pause) It's restricting, and it was 
so frustrating ... we'd rehearse 
for something like two weeks, 
then it would come time to do it, 
and we wouldn't have time to do 
it the way we'd rehearsed it. We'd 
have to kind of rehash it instantly 
and record it, because we were 
running out of time. So that kind 
of thing is frustrating. You get a 
thrill out of that kind of instant act- 
ing, but, unfortunately, when 
people look at it, they don't know 
that you did it without rehearsal, 
зо they don't take that into ac- 
count. 

They just think it was done 
Poorly... 


Yes, sloppily. 

1 know some actors don't al- 
ways watch themselves on TV. 
Do you? 

Yeah, | always do! | just think 
it's the only way that you can really 
know what you're doing. And | 
think, from my point of view, that 
acting is all about the battle be- 
tween what І think I'm doing and 
what I'm actually doing. 

Lots of times you think you've 
done a scene well, and you see 
it and you think, “That was really 
terrible” and there are the times 
you think you've done that really 
very badly, and you look at it and 
it's actually quite good. It's just a 
matter of drawing together those 
two lines: what you think you've 
done and how you're actually 
coming over. If you draw those two 
together, then І think you've got it 
worked out. | don’t know what the 
secret їз... maybe it's not think- 
ing about it too much. (Laughter) 
But | do watch practically every- 
thing | do. 

When you first came to America 
after taking over the role of the 
Doctor, what was the initial 
reaction of people to you? All 
they knew was Tom Baker. 

Well, bearing that in mind, it was 
really very good! І had my first 
convention in Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
before I'd even started on the 
series. So all that the people had 
seen of те was me sitting up at 
the end of “Logopolis”. | re- 
member being very worried about 
it, and | went on the stage of the 
convention, and the people were 
just marvelous. | thought | was 
going to let them down terribly, 
and | just said something like, 
“Hello! Из пісе to be ћеге!", and 
they all burst into thunderous 
applause! (Laughter) Everything | 
said, they applauded, because 
they knew me from “All Crea- 
tures” —a lot of them did—so 
that was nice. | dare say a lot of 
them didn't think | could do it, but 
they were nevertheless very 
pleased to see те! 

But at one point during that 
weekend, someone said to me, 
“You've got to go down to where 
they're showing ‘Logopolis’, be- 
cause it's really a.sight to behold!” 
Г went downstairs and snuck іп 
the back of the video room, and 


at the end of the last episode, 
where Тот just fell off the scaffold, 
people were getting upset. | mean 
really, really upset! And | thought, 
“Oh no! What have | done here?” 
(Laughter) | remember hearing 
people sobbing! And then | sat up 
at the end, with this smile which 
we had done very quickly, then 
people started cheering! It was 
quite marvelous! It was just so up- 
lifting! | remember thinking, 
“Wow! This is really something!” 

I think | did have certainly а cre- 
dibility problem with the fans over 
here... 

They just weren't used to that 
sort of situation. 

You see, in Britain, | was simply 
the fifth Doctor Who, and Tom 
was simply the fourth. And over 
here, he was in effect. . . 

The only Doctor... 

| think it was really the dif- 
ference whether the fans were 
Baker fans or Doctor Who fans 
—this is what the Doctor Who 
fans told me. They said, “There 
area lot of Bakerites around 
here,” who were simply Tom 
Baker fans and nothing else. 

That sounds like a good 
name for a “Doctor Who” 
episode! 

Yes ... “The Bakerites”! 

The Doctor gets attacked by 
people wearing big, floppy hats 
and long scarves! 

Yes, you're right! Good idea!
